Y the laſt Meſſenger , the Packet from 
Ireland taken in the Veſſel at Padſtow, 
B was ſent unto you, which I hope came 
ſafe ro your hands , by which original

Qing the Kings Commands in bringing over 
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an Army of natural Iriſh'Rebels, and his correſpon- 


deacy with the Prince, Hopton, &c. is, enoughto: 


ſatisfie tte World, by whoſe Command he manages 
'tharAﬀair.. I alſoacquainred you with a Summons 

ſent tothe Lord 'Hoprgs. (or, rather. honorable condi- 
: tions} if he would inſtahtly lay. down Arms, and 
digband the Forces inthe Weſt;, which being ſent 
unto him upon Thurſday laſt, and no Anſwer rc- 
turned on Friday : On Saturday the Army advanced 
towards St. Cullumb, and being drawn to a Rendez- 
vouz four:mi'es from Bodmax;. the Weather proved 
ſo extreme.Wet, that it was not held fit ro advance 
on-any further that day, and ſothe Poot were ap- 
pointed to Quarters in Villages thereabouts, and a 


mile or twg forwards : The Horſe being likewiſe at- 


the Rendezvouz, returned to their Quarters; but 
ſome went to Quarter neerer the Enemy, and to the 
Guards , except a very good party of 'about cight 
hundred Horſe and Dragoons, commanded by Cot, 
Rich, who was ſent away with the ſame, wich 
Orders to fall upon the Enemies Guards or Quar- 
ters, as he ſhould ſee ir moſt fir forthe ſervice; and 
accordingly within two hours of Evening, fell upon 
their Our-guards neer St. Cul/amb, beat them to their 
Main guard : Being then, drawn up -in a Body, ours 
likewiſe drew into three Diviſions ; one command- 
ed by Colonel Rich, another by Major Fincher, and 
the third by: Major Scxoop -- The Enemy ſeeing no 
way but to fight, the-Van of them gave a very good 
charge:: Major General. Pert breaking through one 
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Diviſion himſelf: Bur they were inſtantly put to 
the Rout, and we had the purſuite of them for three 
or four Miles, killing many, took about an hundred 
priſoners, whereof Major General Pert was one, 
and betwixt two hundred and three hundred Horſe. 
This ſo Alarm'd the Enemy, that it made them de- 
ſert the Head. quarter for a mile, and cauſed them ro 
draw all their Horſe to a Rendezvouz at eleven of 
the Clock-that night on Michel-Down , and fo con- 
tivued in the Wer in a great Rain till the next mor- 
ning, thinking the whole Army had been advanced. 
Our party returned to St. Culſumb, and this morning 
brought the priſoners tro Town. This party of the 
Enemies were of the Princes own Regiment, moſt 
of them Reformadoes Officers. z- they. confeſfe 
their Souldiers are very weary , and tharit itwere 
publiſhed among them, they might have Paſſes to 
go home, . it was not in the Officers power to keep 
them together : . They: likewiſe: ſay, ' that . moſt -of 
their O'ficers, if they knew they might be accepted 
into. the proteion 'of the Parliament, . they would 
deſert the: Service... - | 4 
; Being askt,.if they had heard'any Propoſitions 
were ſent unto them from the General , 'offering ho- 
nourable conditions bothro Officers and Souldiers; 
they anfwered.chey-never heard of any , ſo by thar 
we perceive the Lord Hopton. with ſome few of his 
Councel keeps the propoſitions from:being ptbli- 
ſhed: There are ſome others. come fromthence,who 
ſay that the Freach are. mighty inquiſitive to hao#

whether 'they might be ſo far received into favour 
as tO haye leave to go beyond ſeas : Laying all rheſe 
rogerher we are of opinion, thar it will not be in Hop- 
tons power to hinder a good effect rothe propofitions 
fent him; fo ſoon as the {ame'is publiſhed amongſt 
them , which before this, we hope by ſome means 
char hath been uſed is effe&ually done : This day 
the Generals Trumpeter that wenr with the ſum- 
mons, t5 returned with a brief anſwer from the Lord 


Hoptonto this purpoſe : Thar he had taken the lerrer 


. from the General: into conſideration , but the ſud- 


dain advance of our forces gave an interruption to 
mention at this time any particulars, but by a Trum- 
r of his own he would ſend a particular anſwer : 
The Tmmpeter was curteouſly uſed and mych re- 
ſpeaed, This evening the Lord Heprons Trumpeter 
is come with a letter in anſwer to the Generals pro» 
fitions, which indeed implies a willingnefſe to end 
che-buſineſſe of the Weſt without more blood ſhed, 
but = defires to be ſatisfied wherher the }King and 
Parliament be not near a conclufion of a Peace ; for 
being intruſted by the King, it concerns him to ſup- 
pott his honour as long as he can; 'and yet withal 
tnclines to have ſome Countrey Gentleman come 
_ ro —_ him of the ſtate of affaires : an 
king altogether , i argues a coming to us, though it 
foes yer a diſtance, orelſe a way S get time(which 
I rather believe, becauſe he invites a ceſſation) un- 
til ſome Iriſh do land , whichis the thing rumoured 
abroad in their Army, and expeQed to be there with-

in eight and forty hours; and indeed a duplicate of 
that Packet we intercepted ar Padſtow, is fince ar+ 
rived with the enemy , whereby irs probable the 
haſten ſhips unto them, for the bringing over th 
Triſh that were intended for Cheſter into theſe parts : 
What ever his intention is, the General will nor 
loſe a minute of time : All the Regiments this day 
advanced to and beyond Cullomb , within three 
: miles of Truro with a great part of the horſe, the 
headquarter is ar Bodman with one Regiment 
there, which we leave to ſecure the paſſe, 

To morrow the General and Lievtenant Gene- 
ral advance afterthe Army, and I believe will quar- 
cer at Truro to morrow at night: This advance as 
ie is like to further a good effeR upon the Propofiri- 
ons (it God incline their hearts unto it) ſoit will I 


hope:diſparch the; bulurefle before Tuchtithe- 3s as 

Iriſh can land :.If rhere be. & Treaxy it mud nor be 
ſuch a one as ſhall rake np above one dayes time: 
therefore a few dayes will decide that buſineſſe , and 
I hope (with Gods bleſſing) much ro your advantage 
and the peace and Weſags of this Kingdom, Major 
General Pert is run through the body, and ſhort in 


the body yet not mortal : There was found in his 
Pocket a Copy of a Letter to the Lords, abour the 
Princc,. cither ſept, orto be: ſent by him, aqyiſing 
them, Thitnow was 2 goodtimeto Trex, before 
our Forces advanced . further, dectazing _ Thar 
they feared elſe. their Condition. would he def. 


perate. .
